Devonshire White-Pot. 


This is an English pudding famous 


in the centre of the great Devon' 
Shire dairy district. Mix three pints 
of rich milk with one pint of water, 
then stir in five fresh eggs that 
have been beaten 
together 
-until 


mixed. 
Lightly butter a pudding- 


bowl and place in the bottom, a well- 
buttered French roll dusted' thickly 
with sugar and cinnamon. Pour the 
milk mixture into the bowl and bake 
in a medium oven about two hours. 
Serve this pudding hot or cold. 


Broiled Eggs. 


Let four ounces of butter heat 


slowly in a frying-pan. 
Beat eight 


fresh eggs light, adding a half-cup- 
ful of cream, salt and a little grat- 
ing of^ nutmeg, pour these ingredi- 
ents into the frying-pan- and stir 
with a fork until the eggs begin to 
set, 
then add a 
half-cupful of 


chopped truffles or the same amount 
of asparagus tips or mushrooms 
sauted in a little butter. Turn the 
mixture onto a hot dish and garnish 
it with sprays of fresh cress. 


Jellied Vegetable Salad. 


Boil, then dice, a few carrots, 


string-beans, 
button 
onions 
and 


young white turnips. 
Cook a few 


fresh peas, drain and add them to 
the. other ingredients. 
Also, add 


corn cut from two freshly boiled 
ears. 
Drain these vegetables care- 


fully and cool them. 
Add to a 


package of prepared lemon jelly a 
pint of boiling water and. when cool, 
strain over the vegetables and mould 
them in small cups wet in -cold 
water.

to Keep Well and Strong

URING the dreadful heat of summer, it is 


necessary to give the baby the greatest de- 
gree of care. Unless he is guarded and cared 


for he loses weight and may suffer serious illness. 
During this period noUiing is more important to 
the welfare of the infant than the quality and quan- 
tity of the milk he gets. 


I »m sorry to say that the American-born mother 


is more likely to resort to artificial feeding tJian is 
the recent arrival Jrom foreign shores. 
However, 


it is only fair to add that this is due, in most in- 
stances, I am sure, to the physical inability Of the mother and not to 
a lack of inclination to do the best thing possible for her child. 


It is not conceivable that a real-f 


mother would deny her offspring 
the great physical benefit of this 
practice. It is nn exception to find 
a mother who is not keen to nurse 
her infant. I am glad of this, be- 
cause, as I conceive it.«it is the 
bounden duly of the parent to make 
every self-denial necessary for the 
welfare of the child. 


The appearance of the mother ia 


no guarantee of her ability to focd 
her 
baby. 
Many 
robust-looking 


women are more inciiiutuiw of this

function than are some frail and 
weak mothers. 


The child Itself is the best exhibit, 


testifying to the successful effects 
of the breast-feeding. 
If he grows, 


looks healthy, is good-natured and 
normal in appearance, you may be 
sure he is thriving as he should. 
This means that his food is satis- 
factory. 
Healthy babies cry 
little. This 


does not mean that an hour or so 


wailing during tho twenty-four" 


hours Is a bad nign. All of us pos- 
sess more or less temper and a baby 
is entitled to a tiny share. 
Breast-fed babk-s it they are thriv- 


ing are sweet babies. 
They never 


mve a sour smell, neither do they 
spit or give other evidences of up- 
set stomach. There are no belching 
of gas and abnormal utools. 


K the baby is doing well on the 


breast he sleeps most, of the time. 
For the first half year he should be 
awake not more than four or five 
-lours out of every twenty-four. Me 
falls asleep during his feeding or im- 
mediately afterward.

mother's milk, it will not Insure per- 
fect health for the baby unless the 
fi-cdings are given regularly.

K rent issue of The Nation, "has twice within a twelve- 
month voted a Farmer-Labor candidate into the United 
States Senate, and the politicians are filling the news- 
papers with explanations.

"One of the most curious features of their multifold 


explanations is that no one, not even the American De- 
fense Society, dug out the literature of three or four years 
ago and blamed the farmers' revolt upon that sinister 
Trotzkv of the Northwest—A. C. Townley, the organizer 
of the Nonpartisan League, the symbol of Red Russia (in 
words of the ancient literature of three years ago) in the 
heart of agricultural America. 
Mr. Townley seems to 


have thrown such influence as was left to him in Minne- 
sota against Magnus Johnson, and almost the only report 
of the "N. P. L." which reached New York newspapers 
during the campaign was the announcement of the death 
of the National Leader, successor to the 
Nonpartisan 


Leader and only survivor of an erstwhile host of League 
newspapers. 
. 
Yet the spirit which gave the Nonpartiaan League its 


temporary success is obviously the same spirit which gave 
LaFollette his five-to-one majority in Wisconsin a year 
ago which sent Frazier and Wheeler and Brookhart and 
Shipstead and Dill and Howell to the Senate, and which 
has just given Mugnus Johnson his 80,000 majority over 
Jacob Preus in Minnesota. 
What happened to the 


League?. 
, 
The fact is that this farmer organization which ap- 


peared with such dramatic suddenness on the Western 
horizon in the years 1916-17 was the product of the driv- 
ing energy of a few individuals applying to the political 
organization of farmers the methods of modern salesman- 
ship. Even more than the evils which were capitalized 
and inveighed against (they were neither of recent origin 
nor as oppressive as they have since become) and more 
than the proposed remedies of State ownership and opera- 
tion, which were hardly novel, the key to the sudden 
growth of the Nonpartisan League lay in the large-scale 
application of intensive bookagent or 
oil-stock-selling 


technique, supported by a not less carefully wprked-out 
literature. The result was the unique spectacle in Ameri- 
can national life of a political party financed, and ade- 
quately financed, from the bottom up, by the rank and 
file, instead of from the top down. Despite the most dili- 
gent muckraking no charges against the probity of the 
League's leadership, or of A. C. Townley himself, have 
ever been substantiated, altho a looseness of financial ac-

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methods and financial control were national, placed in- 
creasing stress on national political issues at the very 
time .when its national organization was disappearing.; 
The obvious influence of European depression upon agri-i

Nonpartisan League sentiment still exists with near- 


religious fervor in thousands of Western communities, 
even tho almost nothing continues in the way of a visible 
church, and so long aa the price of wheat is low this senti- 
ment will be a factor of political significance. 
But un- 


less the sentiment is focused in permanently functioning 
economic organizations the movement will fade out as 
completely as the futile Populist movement of the nineties. 
Mass movements are temporary and evanescent unless 
grounded in economic organizations functioning three 
hundred and sixty-five days in the year.
